Nicaraguan legislature was due 
to end today, it was considered 
unlikely that further

could be taken at this time to 
legalize American supervision. 
President Diaz has called a spe- 
cial session to begin tomorrow 
or Friday, but according to the 
call, this session will concern it- 
self solely with the national bud- 
get and with a ball authorizing 
the creation of a national guard 
to be officered by American mar- 
ines. 


The Stimson agreement of last 


May provided for termination 
of the civil war and for the sur- 
render of their arms by troops 
on both sides. 


General Jose Moncada on be- 


half of the Liberal army accept- 
ed the agreement on the under- 
standing that the United States 
would take charge of the next 
presidential election.
